The Constitution sets forth ex­ 
actly what the National Government 
can and cannot do for 
the Militia. 
The States, under the Constitution, 
must appoint the appoint the

cers and must have full 
authority 
for the government and training of 
the Militia. 
The State authorities can disband 
the Miiitia at any time; 
can 
keep 
100 or 1,000 or 100.000 State troops 
without any reference to the needs 
or desires of the National Govern­ 
ment.

The same should 
be the man's conclusion as

the 


control of commerce and as to all 
internal improvements now conduc- 
ted by the Nation. 


If there is any one -phei'e of gov- 


ernmental activity where the Nation 
should stand united, acting as an 
integrated unit, it is in the prepara- 
tion for and the conducil of. the de- 
fense of the Nation, which may in- 
volve the very life of the Nation. 


The issue is fundamental and un- 


compromisablc and to fail to look 
these facts squarely in tho face and. 
in this present emergency write the 
easily enacted and fundamental re- 
form t h a t will give to the Nation the 
control of its defense-, is to tam- 
per with the countrv'- safety.
